Spotlight With Hoover 
at Trade Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(P)— 
President Hoover today revived an old 
preventive on world economic ills, call- 
ing for a cessation of international 


loans except those devoted strictly to 
productive enterprise, 

More than 600 delegates to the 
fourth Pan-American commercial con- 
ference, before whom the president 
stood, answered this brief address with 
more than a minute of standing ap- 
plause, 

The chief executive pointed his at- 
tack particularly at loans to nations 
for balancing budgets, or for military 
equipment or war purposes. if these 
were to end, he said, a “great number 
“ blessings would follow to the en- 
tire world.” 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, gover- 
nor of Porto Rico, followed Mr. Hoo- 
ver upon the rostrum, Pleading for a 
mote complete international under- 
standing, he blamed alike peoples in 
the United States and in some of the 
Latin-American countries for mis- 
understanding and jealousies within 
the hemisphere. 

Governor Roosevelt contended that 
in both North and South America 
“tariffs have been used at times not 
as a sound measure for protection but 
as instruments of political opportun- 
ism.” 

“The United States,” he said, 
often appeared unsympathetic 
dictatorial.” 

The president reached back into an 
address made before the same confer- 
ence in 1927. At that time he was 
secretary of commerce. He then asked 
for the development of an understand- 
ing that “the financial transactions 
between nations must be based upon 
the primary foundation that money 
transferred is for reproductive pur- 
poses,” 

“T repeat this today,” he said, “‘be- 
cause had it been followed during these 
past five years our problems through- 
out the world would be far different, 
our difficulties infinitely less.” 

The president spoke these words 
quietly. A battery of microphones in 
front of him, however, carried them 
not only through this continent but 
into South America. Many of the dele- 
gates in the great hall of the Pan- 
American building chose to listen 
through the earphones attached to 
their chairs. 

H. Parker Willis, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York city, censured 
United States banking methods in 
some Latin-American dealings. He 
snid the South American borrower 
was being given a bad reputation, un- 
deservedly, because of “the sporadic, 
unsatisfactory, irregular and unre- 
liable character of the banking aid 
extended to him.” 


Indian Population 
Shows Big Increase 


During Past Decade 


Oct. 8.—(#/)—The 
American Indian, said by scientists 
to be doomed to “die out,” proved 
unexpectedly prolific in the past dec- 
ade, deferring his racial extinction. 
Indians now number 428,501. 

The 1930 census showed the Indiah 
Increasing by 87,960, a 36 per cent 
gain. With a 16 per cent gain in the 
population at large, that jump in a 
race pronounced dying was pronounced 
impossible. 

The experts attributed it to an 
inadequate 1920 census, which showed 

340,541, and to a closer check on 
mixed bloods. 

But Dr. L. F. Schmeckebier, ex- 
pert borrowed from a research institute 
to supervise the Indian census, got to 
digging around in’ county schedules 
and discovered a bemper crop of lit- 
tle Indians which he pronounced “real 
gain.” 

In Robeson county, North Caro- 
lina, he counted 4,118 Indian children 
under 10 years of age in an Indian 
population of but 12,405, Cherokees 
and Croatans. The Indian population 
eof North Carolina jumped from 11,- 
,824 in 1920 to 16,579 in 1930 

In Glacier county, Montana, he 
found 1,026 Indian children under 5 
years of age per 1,000 Indian women 
between the ages of 20 and 44—almost 
. double the white children ratio of 540 
per 1,000 women.

court on charges of income tax eva- 
sion. 

The most important development of 
the day was regarded as a victory 
for District Attorney George E. Q. 
Johnson and his legal staff, who are 
attempting to convict Capone on dou- 
ble-barrelled charges which would put 
him behind prison bars for a maxi- 
mum sentence of 32 years and extract 
$80,000 from him in fines. 

The documentary evidence which 
th» government regarded so valuable 
consisted of a power of attorney desig- 
nating Mattingly as Capone’s lawyer, 
a letter from Mattingly to the in- 
ternal revenue department, and a sten- 
ographic report of the conference be- 


tween Capone, Mattingly and the in- 


ternal revenue officials. 

“Mr. Capone arrived a few minutes 
late, accompanied by two men who 
remained on sentry duty at the door.” 
Wilson testified. ““Mr.. Mattingly told 
me that Capone’s income was $26,000 
in 1926, $40,000 in 1927,. $100 
in 1928 and $100,000 in 1929.” 

The stenographie account recorded 
that Capone’s income prior to 1925 
was “only about $75 a week.” During 
that period of his career, Capone was 
an employe of Johnny Torrio, the bul- 
let-scarred veteran he succeeded. 

After Capone came into power, ac- 
cording to the information given to 
Wilson by Mattingly, he divided two- 
thirds of the profits from his multi- 
ple rackets equally with three other 
men. The identity of the three others 
was not established. 

he remaining one-third of the 
profits were said to have gone to less- 
er employes of the liquor, vice and 
gambling syndicate. 

Defense Attorneys Ahern and Fink 
fought almost desperately to keep the 
evidence regarding Capone’s confer- 
ence with the government out of the 
court record. The government prose- 
cutors, making no use of oratory, 
brought up records of precedent, and 
won their point,

MANAGEMENT OF SPINAL 
CURVATURE.

Perhaps you could convey to F. C.

I have had a 
slight curvature all my life, and have 
received much advicé. Only recently 
it was suggested ‘to me: that by wear- 
ing a small extra lift on the heel of 
the shoe on the side opposite’ the 
curvature I might be more comfort- 
able. It certainly helps. My right 
hip is higher, and I wear the extra 
lift on the left heel. It is not no- 
ticeable, being only’ twice the height 
of the ordinary repair lift. I wish I 
knew F. C. G. I would afarn her 
that her daughter should never sit on 
her left foot or carry beoks ander her 
right arm or on her right hip. tI

ferred during the day with Governor 
Glement Moret, of the Bank of 
France, and other leading financiers. 

French public opinion, as represent- 
éd by the comments of leading news- 
papers, was apprehensive that Presi- 
dent Hoover might confront Premier 
Laval with a request that France 
agree to a further suspension of Ger- 
man reparations. 

The officials ‘sent by the Bank of 
France to study the Hoover proposals 
are Charles Farnier, assistant gover- 
nor, and Robert Lacour-Gayet, who 
has served as the representative of 
the French treasury in the United 
States and was a member of the com- 
mission that negotiated the Berenger- 
Mellon debt agreement. 

The significance attached to the 
visit of the premier, in view of the 
new Hoover proposals and the fact 
that France and the United States 
have . between them most of the world’s 
gold, was further emphasized by Lord 
Reading. He said his government 
was exceedingly happy at the impend- 
ing voyage of the premier and that 
the part America can play in world 
reconstruction is enormous, 

The fimancial situation in the 
United States was understood to have 
deminated Lord Reading's final dis- 
cussion with the French officials. 

The foreign secretary said he was 
not informed of any plan for Great 
Britain to be ‘represented at the Hoo- 
ver-Laval discussions. It was his 
opinion the time was too short for 
British participation. 

An indication of the importance the 
French attach to any attempt to ex- 
tend the reparations moratorium was 
given the Associated Press by the 
head of one- of France's greatést 
banks. 

“Prolongation of the Hoover mora- 
torium,” he said, “would involve a 
loss for France of 2,500,000,000 
francs ($100,000,000) peace. This 
would mean the French government 
must find an equal.sum in order to 
balance the budget. I don’t know 
where these sums can be found. The 
government must decide this in order 
to avoid a fresh burden on French 
industry and commerce by increasing 
axes,”

One of the most sae tog officials 
I met in Germany was Dr. Karl 
Schanargl, mayor of Munich, that de- 
lightful ¢ity in Bavaria noted for its 
beer and also known for its interest in 
art and music. The population of the 
Bavarian capital is in excess of 700,- 
000, and it can well be imagined that 
wt oberburgermeister has a full-time 
job. 

Mayor Schanargl is, in tempera- 
ment and physique, precisely the antith- 
esis of Dr. Sahm, mayor of Berlin. 
‘vhe latter is tall—about 6 feet 6 
inches and thin and solemn to the 
point of suggesting an atmosphere of 
gloom, while Dr. Schanargl is about 
5 feet 8 inches, inclined to rotunditf, 
and radiates geniality. Sartorially, 
the mayor of Munich is a leader 
among city officials in Germany. 

When I called on Mayor Schanargl, 
he was cordial and smiling. When we 
were seated, he said at once that the 
name of Harris was familiar to him, 
and added: 

“But I am best acquainted with it 
through Harris, Forbes & Co. I ob- 
tained from that institution a loan of 
$30,000,000 a few years ago. I went 
to New York to negotiate it, and en- 
joyed the sights in that most amazing 
and typical new world city. I came 
away with three principal impressions 
—noise, height, and courtesy.” 

Mayor Schanargl might well have 
added “and also dirt,” but he, him- 
self; is too courteous to make invidi- 
ous comparisons. For Munich, along 
with all the other German cities, is 
spotlessly clean. The mayor suggest- 
ed that we await an interpreter, as 
he confessed he did not speak English 
with sufficient ease to enable him to 
answer questions touching on the 
governmental machinery of Munich, 
While we awaited the arrival of a 
bi-linguist, whose presence was scarce- 
ly necessary, I asked Mayor Schanargl 
about conditions in Germany. 

Says Tourists Obtain Wrong Impres- 
sion. 

“Surely,” he replied, “you must 
have already seen for yourself that 
there is much more below the syrface 
than catches the eye of the casual 
traveler. He sees only our new 
apartment houses, new buildings, well- 


represent as much our need to provide 
employment as they do our after-war 
necessities, I shall not say that we did 
not make many mistakes in the period 
of stress and uncertainty which follow- 
ed the war. Think of a great army 
demobilized, a new form of govern- 
ment, outcroppings of communism, ef- 
forts to overthrow the republic and 
Scores of other problems, new or ag- 
gravated. 

“It has been very painful to me to 
read from time to time articles 
which are little less than malicious in 
their tone; I refer, particularly, to ar- 
ticles which have appeared in Ameri- 
ca. But I think that on the whole 
there is an appreciation of the fact 
that Germany made a tremendous ef- 
fort, even if the program was in part 
ill-advised and too optimistic to reach 
a successful conclusion. 

“You have discovered, I am sure, ' 
that our troubles are real—the loss 
of our colonies, of Alsace-Lorraine, 
upper Silesia and one-fifth of our 
mineral resources, added to the actual 
separation of parts of our country 
by the indefensible Polish corridor. 
Then came our period of inflation 
which literally wiped out the savings 
of our middle class. Please be as- 
sured that we have made a valiant if 
ineffectual effort to carry out the 
terms of a treaty which was based on 
the falsehood of the sole war guilt 
placed on Germany. Fortunately, im- 
partial observers are making clear 
that equal responsibility rested on 
Russia and France for that terrible 
business. 

_ “It is not possible for Germany with 
five million unemployed now (Sep- 
tember) and with prospects of at least 
7 million for the winter, to make 
payments. It is only in part that Ger- 
many has been the victim c* her own 
misjudgements. She is also caught in 
a world economic crisis so violent that 
England has been all but engulfed. 
Even your great country has suffered 
a shock which it has net yet been 
fully absorbed. Do not forget that 
Germany is the dismembered loser 
while Great Britain and the United 
States were on the winning side. Only 
those who are bitterly prejudiced 
against Germany can fail to see our 
obvious plight. We have __ literally 
reached our limits, and I do not see 
how Germany can continue to make 
any reparations payments; certainly 
not for several years, and then only 
on a greatly reduced basis.” 

Munich Will Pay Its Indebtedness. 

At this moment there entered the 

“official interpreter,” a charming 
young woman—sconnected with the 
city library. “It is ar illusion on the 
part of the oberburgermeister that he 
needs someone to assist him in an 
English conversation,” she said, smil- 
so However, she proved to be most 
helpful when from time to time thero 
popped into the conversation English 
words with which Mayor Schanargl 
was not fully familiar. 
“Munich will be able to take care 
of its indebtedness,” replied Mayor 
Schanargl. “We own electricity, gas 
and waterworks, and our tram- 
ways. Just now the tramways hre 
showing a deficit, but the surplus 
from the other three far more than 
rovide for the difference. And we 
ve, of course, set up a reserve to 
poem us to meet our obligations when 
ue,” 

Asked how the municipally owned 
plants and street railways were man- 
aged, Mayor Schanargl said: 

“These institutions are administered 
by a board of directors, at the head of 
which is a professional counselor. The 
city council also has a commission 
which supervises the administration of 
the plants and decides on the expen- 
ditures, ‘This commission consists of 
15 members and is under the direction 
of the mayor. There) are also tech- 
nical directors.

“Our general welfare expenses just 
now are heavy, amounting to 54,600.-. 

Among the items in the 
expenditurés for welfare are 28.000,- 
000 marks for the care of poor people, 
children, and similar purposes; 1,- 
200,000 marks for the support of 
homes for the aged and poor; 2,000,- 
000 marks for hospitals: and 1,700,- 
000 marks for kindergartens and edu- 


cational establishments along welfare 


lines, 1,700,000 marks. 


“There are also in the matter of 
housing contributions by the city and 
the state of Bavaria to co-operative 
undertakings as well as those by pri- 
vate firms on their owh account. 
Money is loaned at the interest rate 
of from 1 to 2 per cent. As a result, 
needed housing is provided and em- 
ployment given. For the most part, 
however, the city has made contribu- 
tions toward interest payments on 
money loaned on mortgages by private 
banks and the Municipal Savings 
bank. The money borrewed goes into 
new buildings but the interest rate is 
from 8 to 10 per.cent. The city con- 
tributes toward interest payments in 
order to guarantee low rentals, which 
are about one-third or one-fourth 
what they were in pre-war days.” 

Unemployed Number . 
“Munich has at this time ptem- 
ber) about 50,000 unemployed. About 
30,000 of these will be taken care of 
by unemployment insurance and aid 
from the Reich. There remain about 
20,000 persons to be taken care of by 
the city. It is estimated that this 
latter number will be doubled this 
winter, so we are attempting te pre- 
pare for an expenditure of at least 
5,000,000 marks for public welfare. 
It may go even higher.” 

Asked for an outline of the admin- 
istrative plan of Munich, Mayor 
Schanargl said: 

“The administration of the city of 
Munich,. like that of all Bavarian com- 
munities, follows the community laws 
of Bavaria which became effective in 
. I. think it would be fair to 
say that Bavarian community laws 
are recognized in the whole Reich as 
the most efficient scheme of municipal 
administration. 

“The -City council is composed of 
50 members, who are elected for five 
years by popular vote in which all 
men and women more than 21 years 
of age take part. There are two may- 
ors, who might be called the lord 
mayor and the mayor. The mayors and 
the professional counselors conduct 
the city’s affairs under the resolu- 
tions adopted by the city council. 

“Munich has 17 professional coun- 
selors and 12 directors of the different 
departments: that is, for the staff, 
workers, welfare, hospitals and so on. 
There are also five technical directors 
for overground construction, street 
paving, canalization and sewerage, 
street railways, electricity and gas 
plants, and one director of the de-— 
partment of education.” 

If the foregoing interview gives the 
idea that Munich is rather top-heavy 
in directors and council members and 
counselors, it must be remembered that 
the population of Munich is three 
times as great as that of Atlanta.

Ga., Oct. 8.—(#)—An 
unbroken century of educational serv- 
ice to southern women will be cele- 
brated heré Friday in the centennial 
of LaGrange College. 


The institution was chartered in 
1831 by the Georgia legislature as 
LaGrange Female Academy. Persons 
associated with the institution take 
pride in the fact that it never com- 
pletely closed its doors, even through | 
the dark days of the Civil War and 
the reconstruction period, though for | 
aetime it was reduced practically to | 
the status of a day school. | 

More than 50 southern college pres- | 
idents and public .education officials | 
are among the 500 invited guests ex-|' 
pected to attend Friday's ceremonies. | 

The opening event of the day will | 
be an academic procession in which 
the visiting educational dignitaries | 
will participate. Following that will | 
be a juncheon, and in the afternoon a 
pageant will depict the history of the | 
school, 

Bishops Warren A. Candler and W. 
N. Ainsworth of the Methodist Epis- | 
copal church, south, and Dr. Henry 
N. Snyder, president of Wofford Col- 
lege, are the featured speakers of the 
program. 


Large Enrollment. 

Samuel C€, Dobbs, capitalist and 
philanthropist of Atlanta and New 
York, who is president of the board of 
trustees, said in a statement in con- 
nection with the centennial : 

“In .completing its first hundred | 
years of service to the women of the) 
south the college has one of the largest 
enrollments in its history. Practical- 
ly every county in Georgia is repre 
sented in the student body, and many 
other southern states. One unique 
feature of the student body is that 
tis members are in numerous cases 
representatives of the second, third, | 
and even fourth generation to be grad- 
uated from the school.” 

The institution was founded by the 
Rev. Thomas Stanley, of North Caro- 
lina, who headed it for some years. 
Records of the early days of the school 
disclose that the young ladies who at- 
tended it then arrived generally in 
carriage or barouche, surrounded by 
their bandboxes and parasols, and ac- 
companied by negro ‘““‘mammies,” slaves 
in their fathers’ households. The at- 
tendants were sent back home as a 
part of the school’s campaign to teach 
its students self-reliance, but one case 
is recorded in which the father of a 
student obtained permission for a 
servant to come to the dormitory at 
cértain hours “to tub, curl and but- 
ton young miss.” 

One of the tasks to which the in- 
stitution devoted itself in its early 
days was the refutation of the theory 
often expressed at that time that the 
feminine mind was inferior to that of 
a man, and that a woman was _in- 
capable of learning abstractions such 
as mathematics. The girls were re- 
quired to devote half of each day to 
that sulbsgect. 

Granted New Charter, 


In 1851 the school was granted a 
new charter as LaGrange Female 
College, with the right to grant de- 
grees. Five years later it was sold 
to the North Georgia conference of 
the Methodist church. 

Part of its plant was aprned just 
hefore the Civil War, and the out- 
break of hostilities delayed  recon- 
struction for some years,. though 
money was immediately subscribed. 

By 1880, the institution had _ re- 
sumed collegiate work, but its period 
of rapid development in plant and 
curriculum began in 1885 when Ru- 
fus W. Smith took’ over the presi- 
dency. He headed the school for 30 
years. 

W. E. Thompson has been president 
since 1920. ©

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McErlane Hunted After ' 
Common Law Wife Is ; 
Found Slain. 


CHICAGO, Oct. &—(/)—Marion 
‘Miller, common-law wife of Frank | 


‘MeErlane, a gangster called “Chi-! 
eago’s toughest,” was slain during an 
automobile ride in gangland fashion | 
teday, and McErlane again was a 
hunted man. 

Four bullets ended her life. Others, 
fired at crazy angles, punctured cush- 
ions, windows and wails of the auto- 
mobile in which her body lay. With) 
her, two dogs, a fox terrier and a po- 
lice dog, lay dead of bullet wounds. 

Police said they saw in the shoot- 
ing signs of the mad gunman Frank 
McErlane has become. | 

Twenty months ago the woman shot 
him in the leg. But they went on liv- 
ing together. The sequel to that 
shooting was an attack by a squad of 
armed hoodlums who marched into his 
room at the German deaconess hos- 

tal and sent three more bullets into 
is body and prolonged his conva- 
lescence. McErlane retaliated with a 
volley from a pistol he kept hidden 
under the pillow of his cot. 

Last night the gangster and his 
Sweetheart, it was said, were seen by 
neighbors to enter the car that was' 
her vehicle to death. They carried! 
two suitcases and were bound, they 
had told neighborhood storekeepers ou 
u visit to the country. Some time in 
the night the pistol attack was made 
—either by gangsters once more seek- 
ing McErlane’s life, police believed, 
or by MeErlane himself in a vicious 
quarrel with the woman. Then the 
car was driven to the spot where it 
was found on the south side, the old 
territory of the beer trade partners, 
McErlane and Joe Saltis. McErlane, 
perhaps dead or wounded, perhaps a 
fugitive, disappeared. 

McErliane earned a reputation as 
one of gangland’s most feared killers, 
not always immune to prison terns 
but never convicted of murder, In 
his 20 years of familiarity with police 
blottefts he has spent time¢n jail for 
robbery, assault to murder, burglary, 
accessory to murder, a prisoner 
to escape and assault to kill, . » 


HOOVER'S OPPONENTS 
“DEMAND EXTRA SESSION 


é 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(P)— 
From the ranks of his political op- 
ponents came demands today that 
President Hoover call immediately a 
special session of congress to put in 
motion his economic program. 

Democratic chieftains, headed by 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, sen- 
nte minority leader, who was present 
at the White House conference, ad- 
vanced the view the plan would be 
more effective if written into law at 
once, 

Opposition to a session was voiced 
meanwhile, by Senator Bingham, of 
Connectimut, and Representative 
Snell, of New York, a prominent can- 
didate for the speakership. 

Snell said that weeny of the short 
time remaining before gongress con- 
vened in December, he could not see 

“any great advantage’ in calling a 
especial session. He predicted the 
president's proposals would meet ap- 
proval of the legislators, and said 
they had already won the favor of the 
public. Proposals for calling an ex- 
tra session came from Robinson and 
Senators Walsh, of Montana, assist- 
ant democratic leader, and Caraway, 
of Arkansas. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, re- 
publican leader, predicted the presi- 
aent’s recommendations would im- 
prove business conditions. 

“The people generally. believe that 
before the winter is over the measures 
proposed will greatly aid in relieving 
unemployment and bring benefit to 
the farmers,” he said. 

Robinson said the White House 
proposals should “prove helpful and 
of permanent advantage.” He added 
that the federal and joint stock land 
banks should be enabled to grant ex- 
tensions of loans and arrangements } 
made for carrying over the govern- 
ment’s 1031 seed loans to farmers.

ARKANSANS APPROVE 


TEXAS COTTON PLAN’: 


—— Ps 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., O¢ts 8.— 
(P)}—The Arkansas legislatarre pro- 
posed today to the cotfon-growing 
south, as it faced the setond largest 
crop in history, a co-operative move 
to solve the overproduction problem 
and went on record in favor of the 
Texas acreage reduction plan. 

‘In a concurrent resolution adopted 
by both houses;‘soon after Chairman 
Stone, of the féderal farm board, had 
urged the sguth to adopt a uniform 
cotton la the legislature asked ‘the 
ye all cotton-gre’ving states 
int committees of their legis- 

res to meet jointly and agree upon 
a plan. The legislatures, under the 
resolution, would be obligated to enact 
whatever law was adopted by a ma- 
jority vote of the conference. 

Both houses passed their own acre- 
age reduction bills, patterned after 
the Texas law, restricting cotton 
acreage in 1932 and 1933 to 30 per 
cent of the land in cultivation this 
year, and the senate defeated, 19 to 
10, a bill similar to the Long plan 
for a cotton holiday in 1932., The 
vote on the acreage reduction meas- 
ures was 80 to 5 in the house and 
30 to 0 in the senate. 

e magnitude of the overproduc- 
tion problem was brought more force- 
fully before the legislature at its spe- 
cial session today by the government's 
October 1 estimate of more than a 
16,000,000-bale crop and for the larg- 
est Arkansas crop in history. 

The 1,750,000-bale crop estimated 
for this state placed it second only to 
Texas in 1981 production and exceeds 
by 150,000 bales its previous record 
crop in 1926, when the total produc- 
tion for the country was nearly 18,- 
000,000 bales. 


MORROW’S WIDOW 
URGED FOR SENATE 


RIDGEWOOD, N. Jd.,. Oct. 8.— 
UP)—A movement to have Mrs. 
Dwight W. Morrow appointed United 
States senator to fill out the unexpired 
term of her husband, who died Mon- 
day, has been started in Ridgewood. 

Two communications, recommending 
her appointment, were forwarded to- 
day to Governor Morgan F. Larson 
at Trenton. One was a _ resolution 
adopted by the local unit of “Repub- 
lican Women, Inc.” The other was a 
personal letter by Olivet B. Surpiess, 
treasurer of the Bergen county re- 
publican committee. 

The resolution adopted by the wom- 
en’s organization called attention to 
Mrs. Morrow's wudlifications for a 
seat in the senate, declaring she is 
“fitted by education and by unusually 
broadening experiences” to hold the 
office.

Immediate Problem. 

Almost the first of these problems 
involved the maintenance of the credit 
of the city of New York. That mu- 
nicipality had issued obligations due 
in the fall of 1914, which were re- 
payable in British sterling and French 
francs. In August, 1914, pounds ster- 
ling and francs were at such a high 
premium there was question whether 
the foreign exchange which was abso- 
lutely required could be obtained. As 
an alternative, the city must have 
assuraice that it would be able to 
meet its obligations in gold. To this 
end the Morgan house undertook, to 
organize a banking syndicate which, 
without charging commission, should 
furnish the mecessary gold to the city. 

. Morrow was greatly responsible for 
the conception and exeeution of this 
scheme, which accomplished the de* 
sired twofold result of preserving 
New York city’s credit and maintain- 
ing the good name of the “United 
States abroad.

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CREDIT BODY PLAN 


Articles of Incorporation 
for $500,000,000 Unit To 
Be Filed Today. 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—(4/)—Bank- 


ers tonight completed organization of 
the ,000,000 credit corporation 
recommended by President Hoover as 
a means of relieving the strain on the 
country’s banks. 

The name of the huge organization 
is to be the National Credit Corpora- 
tion. How much of the capital has 
heen subscribed was not announced, 
but it was stated the response from 
the country’s banks, which have been 
asked to participate, had been satis- 
factory, and that articles of incorpo- 
ration would be filed at Dover, Del., 
tomorrow. 

Announcement of the final details 
was made by Mortimer N. Buckner, 

resident of the New York Clearing | 

ouse and chairman of the organiza- 
tion committee, appointed yesterday 
by Governor George L. Harrison, of 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank. 

The plan has been mailed to 391 
clearing house associations throughout 
the country. These associations will 
serve as local units in the administra- 
tion of the corporation’s activities. 

The corporation is to be authorized 
to issue up te $1,000,000,000 in de- 
bentures to eubscribing banks which 
are being asked to participate to the 
extent of 2 per cent of their net de- 
mand and time deposi:s. Interest on 
the debentures will be payable only if 
earned, 

Personnel of the directorate and the 
executive officers will be made pub- 
lic tomorrow. 

The corporation will have a nomi- 
nal capital of 12 shares of $100 par 
value each which will be held by an 
equal number of directors represent- 
ing the 12 federal reserve districts. 
Th: shares will be deposited with the 
governor of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York. 

The nominal capitalization was 
made necessary by a provision of the 
national banking act which prohibits 
banks organized under it from hold- 
ing stock, 

In order to permit the national 
banks to contribute their shares of 
the required money the debentures, 
which have the same legal status us 
botids, notes and other evidences of 
debt. will be issued and sold. 

“The project contemplates the es- 
tablishment of a corporation through 
the 2 agama of which banks through- 
out the country, when necessary, may 
procure accommodation upon the basis 
of sound assets which are not legally 
eligible for rediscount at the federal 
reserve banks,” Mr. Buckner’s state- 
ment explained. 

“This does not mean, however, that 
the banks will have the privilege of 
applying to the corporation for cash 
where there is no immediate need.” 

The administrative details of the 
plan in each district will be under 
the supervision and control of the di- 
rector of the National Credit Corpor- 
ation from that district. 

The home office of the corporation 
will be in New York city, but its or- 
ganization here will be comparatively 
small, 

As its main function, “the corpora- 
tion will lend or advance funds to 
banks or groups of associations of 
banks,” the official announcement said. 

“It is contemplated that one or 
more groups of associations of banks 
will be set up in every federal reserve 
district. Each group will be compos- 
ed of the subscribing banks within the 
area covered by it. Each director of 
the corporation is to undertake the 
responsibility of organizing the groups 
or associations within his federal re- 
serve district. 

“The area covered by and the com- 
position of each group or association 
are to be approved by the corporation, 
Fach such greup is to have its own 
Joan committee which is to pass upon 
the loans requested by any of its own

As security, the debentures of the 
National Credit Corporation will be 
secured by the notes of the various 
groups, the notes of the borrowing 
banks and the security furnished by 
them and cash on hand subject to the 
payment of the running expenses of 
the corporation, 

“In addition to subscriptions from 
banks the corporation may receive sub- 
scriptions to debentures from other 
sources to which loans are not avail- 
able,” Mr. Buckner’s statement point- 
ed out. 

This will permit private banking 
firms’ to participate in the raising of 
the capital. It eould not be learned 
today whether such firms had been so- 
licited in this respect, but it is eewe | 
that some of the most important firms 
in Wall Street are disposed to lend 
their assistance to the plan by buying 
debentures. 

The debentures will be payable one 
year from their date with the right of 
renewal by the corporation not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate three addi- 
tional years, but subject to earlier re- 
demption. 

The debentures will pay interest, 
if earned, up to but not exceeding 
6 per cent annually, payable only out 
of the surplus and net income. They 
will be issued in registered and non- 
transferable form. 

The knowledge that the organiza- 
tion of the National Credit Corpora- 
tion was under way has been a fillip 
to the security markets this week, al- 
though they have turned reactionary 
at times. For some weeks past it 
had been known that President Hoo- 
yer had been consulting leading finan- 
ciers of the country and the organi- 
zation of the corporation, which has | 
been accomplished in record time, 
was a leading result of those con- 
ferences, 

The fundamental purpose of 
National Credit Corporation is to 
stabilize the banking situation, but 
the action of the security markets, 
particularily the streneth in bonds, 
brought about by its organization 
will go a long way of itself to achieve 
that stabilization. Rising bond prices 
increase the market value of an im- 
portant part of the banking assets.

The hand is most unusual apart 
from the unconventional bidding in 
that the Declarer, with only four 
trumps in his own hand and a total 
of seven in the combined hands, de- 
liberately accepted a Force and an, 
an opponent not only with the com- 
manding trump but with two of them. 

The hand is just one of the ex- 
amples, which occur wherever Bridge 
is played, of partners misunderstand- 
ing the message conveyed across the 
table.
